Twenty Jews were seriously 
wounded and are in hospital, while 40 
others sustained less severe injuries. 

The synagogue, it will be recalled, is 
one of the main registration and assembly 
centres for Jews emigrating to Israel, and 
the bomb was hurled into a party of Jews 
about to leave for the airport to fly to 
that country.

Americans Review Nuremberg Sentences

A sweeping revision of sentences passed by American war crimes 
courts on Nazis found guilty of crimes against humanity, the wholesale 
slaughter of Jews and others, and atrocities in the concentration camps. 
was announced here on Wednesday by Mr. J. McCloy, the U.S. High Com- 
missioner in Germany, and General Thomas Handy, the U.S. Commander. 

In the 102 sentences reviewed, all but 12 were reduced: 32 of the 


war criminals are to be released to-morrow (Saturday). | 
the 28 criminals awaiting execution at Landsberg Prison (Bavaria) were 
reprieved. ‘They will serve prison sentences ranging from life to ten years.

SERMON FOR THE WEEK 
And These are the 
Judgments 


HE Sidra of this week contains 

the first enumeration of a number 

of detailed laws which affect every 
aspect of a man’s life, the laws of 
meum and tuum, ethical maxims, laws 
affecting human relationships and laws 
affecting the relations of man to God. 
They follow almost immediately upon 
the epoch-making proclamation of the 
Ten Commandments. 

Between that grand proclamation of 
the fundamnegial basis of civilisation 
and the prosaic and pedestrian laws 
of this week's Sidra our rabbis find an 
integral, causal connection. Basing 
themselves upon the conjunctive 
“and” with which this Sidra opens, 
they state simply that the laws of 
Mishpatim are complementary to the 
fen Commandments, originating from 
the same source. “Just as the Ten 
Commandments were proclaimed from 
Sinai, so were these laws.” 

There ts in this statement more than 
an affirmation of the Divine origin of 
the laws contained therejn. There is 
in addition a realisation of the fact 
that without the Mishpatim, without 
the application of the grand and 
majestic affirmations of the Ten Com- 
mandments to the ordinary humdrum, 
details of man’s daily existence, they 
have neither value nor meaning. The 
Ten Commandments are the: basis and 
the foundation; but a foundation, 
however strong and imposing it may 
be, has no meaning unless upon }t 
there is erected the superstructure. 


HAT an anti-climax one feels 

when one turns from the Cate- 
gorical Imperative of the two Hebrew 
words “ Thou shalt not steal,” to the 
prosaic humdrum details of “ If a man 
deliver unto his neighbour money or 
stuff to keep, and it be stolen out of 
the man’s house : if the thief be found, 
he shall pay double. If the thief be 
not found, then the master of the 
house shall come near unto God, to 
see whether he have not put his hand 
unto his neighbour's goods. For every 
matter of trespass, whether it be for 
ox, for ass, for sheep, for raiment, 
or for any matter of lost thing, 
whereof one Saith: “This is it, the 
cause of both parties shall come before 
God: he whom God shall condemn 
shall pay double unto his neighbour.” 
(Exod., xxii). What weariness of the 
flesh it is to follow the intricate and 
closely-reasoned <argumenis whereby 
the rabbis of the Talmud analyse. 
interpret, dissect, expand and reduce 
to its almost fantastic minutia every 
word of these verses ' Where is the 
thunder of Sinai? Where the “ voice 
of the Lord jn strength”? 

The answer is surely obvious. The 
* judgments are complemeniary to the 
Ten Commandmenis.” Without such 
detailed hairsplitting” minutie the 
categorical ‘Thou shalt not steal” 
becomes a mere vox ef praetera nihil. 
They are the edifice which is erected 
upon the foundation, giving it whole- 
ness and completeness. 

-O it is with each and every one of 

the detailed prescriptions of this 
Sidra, with their exhaustive imterpre- 
tation throughout the ages. “| am the 
Lord*thy God who brought thee out 
of the Land of Egypt” feceives ts 
meaning in the beautiful interpretation 
of Rabbi Johanan b. Zaccai anent 
the boring of the ear of the man who 
prefers slavery to freedom: ~ [hat ear 
which heard the words ‘ Unto me are 
the children of Israel servants’ but 
not servants to my servants, let that 
ear be bored.” “* Thou shalt have no 
other God besides me™ is amplified 
by “ He that sacrificeth unto the gods 
save unto the Lord only shall be 
utterly destroyed.” The third Com- 
mandment against taking the name of 
the Lord in vain receives 1s first 
amplification in the law “the oath of 
the Lord shall be between them.” and 
its second in the virtual abolition of 
the oath in lawsuits because of the 
danger of perjury. 

thy father and thy 
mother ” is perhaps the mest appeal- 
ing of all the commandments, Yet it 
remains a mere pious mjuncuon, 
capable of every or no meaning, with- 
out the subsequent details of what 
in Talmudic literature constitutes 
respect for parents. 

For it is the Mishpatim which are 
the essential complement to the words 
of Sinai. It is they that give meaning 
and reality to them ; it is they that have 
made of the Torah a Torah of Life.

DIRECTOR OF SWISS OSE 


A man who has done much to assist 
sick Jewish children in Europe has been 
visiting London this week, He is Pro- 
fessor Jacques Bloch, Directer of’ the 
Ose in Switzerland, who (as reported 
elsewhere in this issuc) addressed the 
inaugural meeting of the Edgware Frnends 
of Ose. Professor Bloch, a Russian-born 
Jew, has had a distinguished and adven- 
turous career. He was Professor of 
English Literature at St. Petersburg (now 
Leningrad) University from 1919 to 1923, 
in which year he settled in Berlin, where 
he became interested in the Ort. He 
later lived in France and, during the 
occupation, became Inspector-General of 
the Ose homes for children in that 
country. In that capacity he wy to 
organise the evacuation of Jewish children 
to Switzerland. In 1943. when the Nazis 
took over the Italian-occupied area of 
France where he was staying, he left and 
made his way on foot to Switzerland. 
He now teaches in various institutions 
in Geneva.

MORAL CONTENT OF KASHRUT 


Chief Rabbi's Address 


By a Jewish Chronicle Reporter 


The Chief Rabbi stressed the 
importance of kashrut, not only in 
the matter of food but also in con- 
nection with character and morals, 
when he spoke at the annual prize 
distribution to pupils of the London 
Board of Jewish Religious Education 
at Woburn House, London, on Sun- 
dav. The awards were the result of 
examinations held at University Col- 
lege last November. Mr. Alfred 
Woolf, Chairman of the London 
Board, presided, and the prizes were 
distributed by Mrs. Woolf. 


Rabbi Brodie said that Anglo-Jewry 
had been spared the full brunt of the 
catastrophes which had overwhelmed so 
many Jewish communities in Europe. 
It had to continue to take the lead in 
efforis which were still necessary for the 
rehabilitation and reconstruction of the 
lives and communiics of Europe and 
other parts of ihe world. lt could also 
play a leading part in maintaining 
Judaism and institutions for Judaism in 
this country 


Lack of Communal Support 


There were a number of mos 
imporiam observances in which Anglo- 
Jewry could give the lead. He referred 
to kashrut, not only in the matter of 
food. but also as regards charscter and 
mora!s. Their Chairman was also Chai- 
man of the Kosher School Meals Service, 
which endeavoured to provide a kasher 
meal for Jewish children who atiended 
the schools. That commitiee had been 
finding great difficuxy im carrying on. 

It had not obtained the communal sup- 


port to which it was entitled. Its work 
was not to provide a meal 
for children attending schools. [t also 


had an important educational 
that of inculoating in the minds of their 
children a sense of discrumination, to 
make them naturally want to choose tbe 
holy as against the profane. The idea of 
kashrut: was vital in their lives because 
it helped them to make a distinction 
between the good and the bad, between 
the just and the evil, between the hones 
and the dishonest. kt helped to create 
in their minds a scrupulousness which 
extended to all the factors and facets of 
their every-day living. Anglo-Jewry, said 
Rabbi Brodie, could help the generation 
that was to be and c serve also as a 
model to be copied by other communitics. 


F. S. Spiers Memorial Prize 


It was announced by the Education 
Officer, Dr. Isidore Fishman, that, for 
che first time, three pupils had divided 
the “ F. S. Spiers Memorial Prize,” the 
highest award obtainable under the 
Board in those examinations. They were: 
Judith Webber (Hampstead Garden 
Suburb): Brian Hillman _ (Springfield 
Talmud Torah); and Isaac Rabbinovitch 
(New Synagogue). 

He was hapoy to state, said Dr. Fish- 
man, that the standard achieved had been 
much hieher than last year. He was 
especially pleased to sce that the Talmud 
Torahs were now progressing favourably. 
They were among the top prize winners. 
During the last few months week-day 
attendance at. Synagogue Classes and 
Talmud Torahs alike had declined 
severely. lk was the parents prime 
responsibility to see that their children 
received their religious education not 
only on Sunday mornings, but during the 
week.

They 
were doing all they could to draw them 
in under the umbrella of the Board, so 
that they might benefit by hs work in 
ihe same way as other parent bodies 


Inspection of Talmud Torahs 


Mr. Woolf told the Board that. the 
Assisiant Education Officer. -Dr.  S. 
Fundamuinsky. in his visits to the Talmud 
lorahs under the Board's jurisdiction. 
had stated that he was satisfied that the 
faimud Torahs, if not quantitatively, at 
least qualitatively, were very much on the 
upward grade. He hoped, said Mr. 
Woolf, that the Talmud Torahs would 
always be a strong force in the fabric of 
Jewish education 

During the discussion Mr. L. Domb 
said that without casting any reflection 
whatsoever on the Board's teachers as a 
whole, he was convinced that there were 
teachers who did not conform to Jewish 
religious practice. The Chairman replied 
that everything possible was done 
to see that teachers employed by them 
were people who taught by example as 
well as by precept.

A full report was sent to the 
Chief Rabbi's office for a certificate of 
moral and religious fitness, and they did 
not employ any teacher without that 
certificate. 

The report was adopted.

BIBLICAL HISTORY 
The Fall of Jericho

The date of the Exodus and the 
Conquest is one of the mest debated 
questions in Biblical history. In the 
period preceding the Conquest, Pales- 
tine was for at least SOO years an 
Egyptian province, but there is dis- 
appointingly little in Egyptian histori- 
cal records that bears directly upon 
the Bible. Archeglogy is also not in 
a position to solve all the chrono- 
logical difficulties. | 

chief city of sirategic importance 
commanding | entrance to Canaan 
from the cast was Jericho. After a Ger- 
man attempt in 1907-09 the site of 
Jericho was excavated in the vears 
1930-36 by a leading British archewolog::. 
Professor John Garstang, former Direc. 
tor of the British Schoo) of Archeolory 
of Jerusalem and of the Departmen: o! 
Antiquities of Palestine. Garstang ideni- 
a series of four successive cities 
which stood on the artcient mound.

to the Hebrews took place some time 
between 1475 and 1300 #.ce. 
Professor Garstang, in a lecture on 


_“ History and Old Testamens.” delivered 


last week to the Palestine Explorasion 
Fund, re-examined all the data bearing 
net only upon the problem of the fal! 
of Jericho, but also upon numerous. other 
proolems connected with the Conquesi 
and with the previous occupaiion by the 
Canaaniies. He maintains that his dating 
is still vahd and: that it is confirmed not 
only by the numerous seals and scarabs 
found at Jericho, but also by synchroni- 
saiion wih Egyptian events, and 
especially with the Biblical chronological 
scheme of the Books of Joshua and 
Judges.

THE SACRED SERVICE 


Recording of Bloch’s 
Composition 
“ Sacred Service,” by Ernest BLOcH. 


Decc ffrr Long-playing Record 
No. LXT. 2516 a & b.

To “experience” Bloch’s Sacred 
Service in the privacy of one’s own 
room is an overwhelming event. It 
conveys a sense of approach to the 
Almighty which even the composer 
may never have deemed possible to 
anyone but himself. The public, and 
especially the Jewish community, owes 


a deep debt of gratitude to the large- 


minded policy of _THe Jrwisu 
CHRONICLE, which has sponsored the 
recording, in this country, of this 
important work on a_ long-playing 
record. 


One receives the full impact of the 
sonorous orchestral opening, the . first 
statements of the soloist and the ampli- 
fications of these by the choir, without 
any of the distracting elements which 
concert performances are bound to pro- 
vide. There is only one pause in the 
performance, when the record is turned, 
and as this occurs at a suitable place. the 
mind quickly returns to its isolation from 
the affairs of this world. 

Although the music is intended as 
symbolical of worship frown the Jewish 
point of view, rather than for. regular 
weekly service with a congregation, and 
although the text is taken from the 
Prayer Book in use throughout modern 
and past Jewish: communities, there is 
much in the beautifully performed and 
recorded text that is of 
spiritual value to al! the world. 


Beaty of Tone 


The recording of the London Philhar- 
momec Orchestra, under the baton of the 
composer, is beyond reproach, especially 
the lower-toned instruments. It repro- 
duces a beauty and depth of tone that at 
uumes seems profound in its hollow 
immensity, and at others warm, comfor- 
ting, and assuring in its full, mellow 
atfluence. 

The interplay of tone colour among the 
other instruments is always well defined, 
passage being particularly 
moving In ws urgent call at a moment 


when only a flute could have conveyed 


the message. The “ flutiness”’ is in no 
way lost in the reproduction. The soaring 
passages of the strings, so ably presented 
by this fine body of players, lose nothing 
of their soft rushing heavenwards. When 
brass has to assert itself it does so with- 
out stint, but also without making the 
gramophone protest; this 1s an'important

Moving Performance 


The soprano (Miss Dorothy Bond) and 
the contrakho (Miss Doris Cowan) give a 
fine and moving performance of their 
short but important parts, stepping wp the 


chmax of interwoven prayer and praise. 


The beautiful voice of Marko. Roth- 
muller (whose powerful bass-baritone has 
the ideal “timbre” for the function of 
invocation, which the text and music 
throw upon him) loses nothing in the wide 
range of changes of emotional content 
that he rings throughout the long and 
exacting performance. It is as convincing 
and as compelling as it was in the Albert 
Hall. He becomes the Prophet, the 
Rabbi, the modern Religious Leader. the 
Chassidic mystic, the spirit of Moses and 
Elijah, and the ordinary Chazan, each in 
their proper place, for he has to convey 
the timelessness of the truths he speaks, 
and their application to every sort of Jew. 

The record truly conveys this, as the 
music, now almost pagan, now medieval, 
now Bach-like in its Gothic simplicity, 
now super-modern as its dissonances flow 
on its Inspired way, sweeping the lisiener 
with it, each praying in its own particular 
way. 

This record should be purchased as a 
consecration by all who are fortunate 
enough to be able to treat themselves to 
a long-playing gramophone, for no fhobler 
sounds could be the first to issue from 
their new possession. It should be in 
the equipmem of religion schools, so that 
paris it.can be heard. at appropriate 
places in the curriculum. 

Tre co nposer’s excellent notes, which 
are supplied with the text, should be carc- 
fully studied before the record is played, 
and the text should be followed, even 
though the listener can boast that he 
‘knows his Prayer Book.” |

SPIRITUAL BUILDERS OF ISRAEL (5)

Home,” Ahad Ha'am_ concisely 

summarised the main ideological 
developments of the Haskala. “ Be a 
Jew at home and a man in the street” 
was the slogan of the first Maskilim, 
implying that Judaism was something 
intimate and esoteric, which should be 
cultivated at home ; outside his home 
the Jew should endeavour to be like 
the other citizens of the country of 
his birth and emancipation. 

“Be a Jew at home and a Jew in 
the street" became the slogan of the 
second national Haskala period, which 
evolved from the first under the 
influence of the general nationalist 
tendenci¢s in Europe. Ahad Ha am 
was not too happy with this slogan 
of. the nationalist Maskilim. “ What 
is the good of parading a  siatic 
Jewishness ?" he asked. “Have we 
not neglected the man in his home, 
the man in the Jew?” “ Be a man 
in your home,” he suggested, should 
become the central idea in our litera- 
ture. “ For this dignity of man is the 
great essential factor which will 
powerfully influence all our achieve- 
ments and should become the solid 
foundation of our national renais- 
sance.” 

Indeed, the main characteristic of 
the formative, retrospectively classical 
period in our modern literature was 
the realistic approach to Jewish prob- 
lems and the non-apologetic, realistic, 
and humorous depiction of the 
Jewish way of life, of the Jewish man 
at home and also in the street. Writing 
for their own national readers in their 
own languages, the Hebrew and Yid- 
dish writers had no need to be in any 
way apologetic or to whitewash Jewish 
life, as is the wont of writers on 
Jewish themes in non-national lan- 
guages for non-Jewish readers. The 
great value of national languages is 
not so much the fact that they are 
your own and that you happen to love 
them, but their intrinsic truthfulness. 


Shalom Aleichem and Bialik 


Mendele, the great satirist and 
stvlist, was the first Jewish writer to 
introduce living everyday Jewish 
characters, with all their mannerisms. 
into his works. In his wake came 
his favourite pupil, the unsurpassed 
humorist, Shalom Aleichem (1859- 
1916). His famous characters. 
Menachem Mendel, Tevye the Milk- 
man, and many others, and his por- 
traits of Jewish children (the loved 
children, as did Mark Twain, who 
once introduced himself as the 
American Shalom Aleichem”) are 
still alive to us. 


}} his fine essay, “The Man at 


A contemporary of Shalom 
Aleichem was our. national poet, 
Chaim Bialik (1873-1934), whose 


poems did more to raise generations 
of Chalutzim than any other literary 
work of the great formative period in 
our literature. 

Saul Tchernichovsky was another 
splendid figure of this creative period 
This fine 
Hebrew poet personified, perhaps 
more than any of his contemporaries, 
the spirit of renaissance. His great 
admiration for ancient Greece, the 
land of Homer and Anacreon (both 
of whose works he translated into 
Hebrew), as well as his famous poem, 


“ Before the Statue of Apollo.” earned | 


for him the title of the “Hebrew 
Hellenist.” Tchernichovsky was. per- 
haps, in our literature, the unique 
example of a Jew with no inhibitions 
and complexes. Even in his idyllic 
descriptive poems of Jewish tradi- 
tional festivities, he saw something 


almost pagan in their love of nature 
and joy of life. His ideal was the 
proud manly Jew and a manly Jewish 
nation. 

He was not alone in this. That 
fine Nietzschean essayist and story 
writer, M. J. Berdichevsky (the 
opponent of Ahad Ha’am and his 
spiritual Judaism), S. J. Hurvitz, the 

t and novelist, Z. Schneour, D. 
Pristhunene, J. C. Brenner, and man 
others were all, in accordance wit 
their literary temperaments and talents, 
trying to free themselves from the 
“ fetters of traditionalism and abstract 
Judaism.” The nrajority of the 
writers and poets of the classical 
period began to see and depict “ posi- 
tive.” or healthy, Jewish men and 
women. 

In this comparatively short period 
~from the cighties of the last century 
to the first decades of the present one 
~our literature has grown into a 
national literature, with all the 
modern literary schools and repre- 
sentatives of great talent, We became 
the proud possessors of some of the 
necessities of a modern nation: a 
national literature and press; a secu- 
lar Jewish national life with parties 
of different classes and ideologies ; 
Zionist Congresses with their many 
characteristics of national parliaments. 
Hundreds of thousands of Jews all 
over the world began to live and feel 
as if they were already redeemed, as 
if they were a nation like all other 
nations. Only the main, the most 
vital, requirement of a modern nation 

-the land—was needed. 


Champion of the Downtrodden 


This tragic lack of the most vital 
requirement of a modern nation 
caused some of the Jewish writers and 
poets, especially the non-Zionists and 
those who did not believe in a full 
realisation of political Herzhian 
Zionism, to evolve or revive (in a 
modernised form) the old romantic 
Judaism——the idea of a Jewish people 
who. in .order to survive, must be 
endowed with a special mission. 

The most prominent among the 
later neo-romantics was L. L. Perez 
(1852-1915), one of the pillars of the 
classical period. This fine intellectual 
writer and poet began his career as 
a typical Maskil, whose main aim was 
to educate and awaken the people. If 
the first period of his literary career 
he was an outspoken anti-clerical, a 
rationalist, and a champion of the 
meek and downtrodden. Gradually he 
developed and became a master of 
the short Chassidic stories. His better- 
known stories can be favourably com- 
pared with the best short stories 
written by Anatole France. Indeed, 
there was something epicurean in this 
dynamic intellectual! Jewish. writer, 
who became the spiritual leader of the 
literary neo-chassidism. 

Ahad Ha’am wrote only in Hebrew, 
and he strongly opposed the use of 
Yiddish. Perez was the first to pro- 
claim Yiddish as a national language, 
and he wrote mainly in Yiddish. With 
the exception of Mendele, Ahad 
Ha’am was the leader and teacher of 
the Odessa school in our national 
literature. Perez was the spiritual 
and literary leader of the more demo- 
cratic Warsaw literary centre. Retro- 
spectively, however, they will be seen 
as the two most outstanding romantics 
of the classical period.

VENICE COMES TO WHITECHAPEL 


The exhibition entitled * Eighteenth 
Century Venice,” at the Whitechape! Art 
Gallery, is the result of a great deal of 
careful scholarship and tasteful arrange- 
ment on the part of the organisers. The 
last occasion on which. an exhibition 
devoted entirely to this fascinating epoch 
was brought together in London was in 
1911, so once again it can be said that 
this enterprising Gallery has performed 
a real service to the art loving public. 

A fascinatmg epoch indeed. 
sumptuous flowering of Renaissance 
painting and drawing in Venice seemed 
to have exhausted the inspiration of even 
this magic city, all creative activity 
appeared to be then at a standstill, when

Canaletto and Guardi, and the splendid 
decorative artists Ricci and Tiepolo, as 
well as the delicious of Pietro 

i. The wonder of this pheenix fisen 
from the dying embers of the seventeenth 


century is well suggested at this show. 

“View on a River” by Canaletto is 
one of the most freely expressed of this 
fine artist's landscapes—note the bold 
strokes in the foreground: and some of 
the drawings (Nos, 16, 17, and 19 struck 
me as being particularly choice examples) 
are alone worth a visit to the exhibition. 
Guardi'’s View of the Piazza S. Marco” 
(No. 34) is m his most witty and fluent 
calligraphic manner, as are many of the 
numerous drawings shown.

The 
Catholic view was that they should haic 
the sin but love the sinner. The Catholics 
did not tolerate the belief that all religions 
were equal; but they held that conversion 
by force was not only wrong but 
umpossi ble .

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THE ARMY TAKES OVER IN A MA’ABARA 


Organising and Training Yemenis 


By BENJAMIN BENDROR 


1 am one of five Army reservists— 
two women and three men—who 
recently spent their month's annual 
training period helping to manage a 
Yemeni ma‘abara (transitional work 
settlement) in the Jerusalem Corridor. 

The Army, I ought perhaps to mention, 
was pressed into this service because 
the civilian authorities were unable to 
cope with the difficukics of manpower 
shortages, especially of personnel skilled 
in sanitary and educational work. 

lt was the inability to fight against the 
filth, sickness, and disorganisation in the 
ma abarot that induced the Prime Minis- 
ier to call in the Army to take over 
the running of some of the most difficul: 
of these settlements. I wonder wheiher 
ever in the history of soldiering anywhere 
an army has developed so rapidly and 
efficientiy into such a combination of 
nursing mother and instructor in the art 
of living as the. Israeli Defence Army ts 
now. 


Filth and Squalor 


The ma’‘abara pul into my charge 
consisted of 100 Yemeni families in ihe 
hilly region near Hariuv. The filth and 
squalor in the tented camp were intoler- 
able Our first job was to begin a 
cleanliness campaign and hurry on with 
the erection of huts (it was then Decem- 
ber). Luckily for the Yemenis the rains 
held off for a few weeks. 


A very serious problem -was the acute 


shortage of clothing and footwear, 
especially for the children, But eventual’y 
clothing of every description began to 
arrive fram a variety of sources The 
job of distributing w turned out to be 
tremendous 

Then there were the questions of 
schooling and of the kindergarten. 
Although teachers were available there 
was virtually no organisation. So our 
army carpenier got busy and made some 
of the equipment. At the same wume. 
we “ rustlied books from one place 
and another 

We also had to fix up a dispensars 
4 Kupat Cholmm nurse was there to take 
charge. but she had practically nothing 
in the way of medicaments. We got in 
touch with the central medical authori- 
ties. who arranged for a travelling doctor 
to meclude our ma’‘abara in hiss daily 
round. and the inoculation of the chil- 
dren began 

Not before the camp residents had been 
given a thorough shampoo by the two 
giris of our detachment would our army 
barber agree to start haircutting. 


Butter and Fish Unsold 


Next to come under review was the 
camp shop. ‘When I first came | found 
an. icebox full of butter Fillets of fish 
were not bought ai all, while egg powder. 
so é€agery sought. after in the towns, was 
piled up on the shelves, completely neg 
lected by the customers, who treated 
cauliflowers in the same way. As for 
toi oOus, a precious and rare com- 
modity in this country, nobody ever 
thought of buying them 

Our gir’s lost no time in. starting their 
duties Ihe shopkeeper’s apathy had to 
be countered by a publicity campaign to 
induce the Yemen: women to buy and 
make proper use of all the foodstuffs 
provided by the Ministry. (The average 


Yemeni family, it should be realised, has 
a very primitive diet: bread, a little ol, 
green peppers, and an occasional hard- 
boiled egg. The only cooked mea! is 
served on Shabbat. when a chink of meat 
—jf available—is insufficiently boiled in 
plain water.) 

To change al! this demonstrations were 
given and the Yemenis’ cooking arrange- 
ments supervised. Once they learned the 
new methods the women took to them 
and even sent their husbands to Jeru- 
salem to buy “ wundertops,” in which to 
bake cakes. The dict improved, especially 
that of the children. The virtues of a 
hot meal were realised. A stern fight had 
to be waged against some of the fathers. 
who believed that the egg ration was 
primarily for their consumption and then 
for their wage-earning children: after 
them came the babies, and, last of all, 
the wives. 


Synagogue Services 


| found u very useful to.go to ther 
synagogue services on Shabbat, be called 
io the Reading of the Law, and then tel! 
the whole congregation what I thought 
of them and their habits, which were 
one big Chillul Hashem. As religious 
Jews. | would insist, was‘ their duty 
(oO improve immediately 

On the sanitary front a few victories 
have been won.. Under threat of fines 
and other punishments the tacit boycott of 
the 16 lavatories in the camp was dropped. 
Getting the Yemenis to understand the 
use of modern sanitary methods was 
qgune ajob. Eventually I had to instruct 
the shopkeeper that he cou'd only sell a 
loaf on the condition that a torlet roll 
was aso bought. This idca was success- 
ful 

Our tuny office became like a loca! 
rabbinate-~alhthough there was a Yemeni 
rabbi on the spot. We were called to 
mediate in all sorts of intimate persona! 
relationships, such as effecting a recon- 
ciliation between a Yemeni and his wife 
He had beaten her and she had then 
deserted their five children for 24 hours 

Aliogether, was a memorable 31 
davs. Our job was well worth while. 
because we all realised that if this genera- 
nen of newcomers, who. through no fault 
of their own, have not known a betier 
way of life. are not taught civilised habits. 
hen the whole basis of our work will 
he weakened. The Yemenis were eraic- 
ful and willing to learn. and the children 
are simply grand

He is in charge of the organisation 
of scientific research m the country. . 

“ The State has a special interest im 
using science to solve the many difficult 
problems of developing the country,” he 
told me in an mterview. 

There were. he said, two maim needs. 
The first was a higher educational 
institution which could train students to 
the requisite standard, and the second was 
to direct scientific research along channels 
which would enable it to deal with the 
country’s economic, security, and social 
problems. 

“We have learnt a lot from countries 
abroad,” General Dori said, “and we 
believe that the British system of planning 
and co-ordination is one which we can 
take as a good example.” 


Maintaining Autonomy 


In seeking to control scientific traming 
and he said. they were anxious 
not to imierfere too much in each 
institution's autonomy, which had to be 
maintained 

The Scientific Division of the Prime 
Minister's Office (which is headed by 
General Dori) is setting up a special coun- 
cil which will help to supervise higher 
education. Since the establishment of a 
special institution cannot at present be 
undertaken. the Council will at this stage 
co-ordinate the activities of the existing 
institutions—the Hebrew University. the 
Weizmann Institute. and the Haifa 
Technion, as well as the Agricultural 
Research Station at Rehovot.

Not an Immediate Priority 
By our Diplomatic Correspondent 


The Malta conference of British and 
American Service chiefs, which 
opened on January 22 and appears 
to have concluded without a statement 
being issued, gains in importance from 
the British rearmament programme 
announced by Mr. Attlee in the House 
of Commons last Monday. 


It is generally accepted that the Middle’ 


East does not rank high on the list of 
immediate priorities, but this stuation is 
expected to change with the growth of 
American and British striking power. 

In the meantime, the Middle East must 
take second place, and great efforts will 
undoubtedly be made to keep i quiet. 
The position in some respects resembles 
that in 1936, when the Baldwin Govern- 
mem introduced a three-year rearmament 
programme and simaltaneously tried to 
neutralise the Middle East by conces- 
sions to the Kalians and the Arabs. It 
is not thought. however, that develop- 
mems this time wil! be at Israel's expense, 


Malta Conference 


The agenda of the Malta conference, 
of which littl has been heard, appears 
to have deak with the broad ouilines of 
Mediterranean defence planning. There 
is some doubt in London whether condi- 
ions are sufficiently far advanced for 
detailed and ractical arrangemenis. 
There are too few troops on the spot 
for the talks to have been more than a 
somewhat academic exercise In reviewing 
ihe actual steps to -be taken a year 
or two from now.

A mysteriously sponsored new French 
fascist’ weekly paper, called Rivarot, has 
been launched here in grand style—with 
expensive countrywide publicity and pre- 
arranged distribution of copies to every 
newsagent and every news-kiosk in Paris 
and the provinces. 

An official at the French Ministry of 
Information told me that the first issue 
of Rivarot ran to 60,000 copies. At the 
same time he claimed that the Ministry. 
sole authorised source of newsprint, had 


not allocated any to ne pees. 

The main features IVAROL are 
insidious antisemitism spread thickly 
across its cight large pages. glorification 
of French-Nazi collaboration, support of 
full German rearmament, and advocacy 
of totalitarianism. A story in the paper 
entitled, “‘ What a pity Pétain’s name is 
not Dreyfus,”” suggests that if only Pétain 
were a Jew he would not now be languish- 
ing in prison. And there is very much 
more in this strain throughout the fascist 
organ, which is brazen in Ms eulogies of 
Hitler and Mussolini.

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GENOCIDE 


THERE is a cruel irony in the fact that the 
Americans should have reprieved nine mem- 
bers of the infamous German extermination 
squads just when the United Nations Geno- 
cide Convention comes into effect. [wenty- 
seven countries, of whom 18 are members of 
the United Nations, have ratified the Conven- 
tion. and it came legally into force on January 
12. Of the five Big Powers, France is the 
only one to have signed, and of the British 
Commonwealth, Australia 1s the only country 
io have deposited its ratification. The Con- 
vention defines genocide im the broadest pos- 
sible terms, which include killing, causing 
bodily or mental harm, preventing births 
umong those attacked, and Kidnapping or 
forcibly transferring, with the intention of 
destroying completely or in part any national, 
ethnical, racial, or religious group. It makes 
punishable not only the act but the attempt 
io commit it, complicity in it, and conspiracy 
and even incitement towards it. Liable, to 
punishment upon being found guilty are con- 
stitutionally responsible rulers,  pubdtic 
officrals, and even private individuals, under 
a penal code which signatory States -are 
pledged to adopt, in special courts of their 
own nationality. Complaints about ta:ure to 
comply with the Convention can be brought 
before various Organs of the United Nations 
and disputes of interpretauon betore the 
International Court of Justice at The Hague. 
Nevertheless, the precise methods of 
implementation of the Convention are stil 
tar trom clear. 


lt will be seen trom the definition of groups 
coming under the terms ot the Convention 
that the word poltical” is omitted tor 
what Government could risk signing a con- 
vention which might make it into 4a criminal 


by taking action against an - organised 
revolution to overthrow it” But the 
categories defined are so broad as to 


come close to political action. Like 


some medicines whose overdose or misuse 
kills of cures the patient, the 
Genocide Convention can be misapplied to 
the point ot uselessness. If tt ts invoked 
simply on political grounds, it will decline 
in prestige and is etlect will be greatly 
diminished. Thus, the flight of milhons of 
refugees trom tollowing partition was 
quickly characterised by Pakistan as Hindu 
* genocide. Hardly a month goes by without 
a letter of protest being sent to the U.N. 
Secretariat by the Lithuanian Legation in 
Washington charging the Soviet Union with 
genocidal practice against its country. And, 
of course, Arab delegates have repeatedly 
hurled the word “~ genocide ~ across the U.N. 
lables at the Israel delegation in connection 
with the Palestine Arab refugees ; it will sur- 


prise no one uf this charge ss soon made 
formal 


The Convention is in danger, too, of being 
used as a political weapon in the East-West 
cold war. Even the inventor of the word 
“ genocide,” and the ardent sponsor of the 
Convention, Dr. LemKin, has joined 
in the uneasy battle. Speaking at a testi- 
monial luncheon given in his honour by the 
American Jewish Congress, he repeated an 
insinuation he has made before that Moscow 
is guilty of genocidal practices, and he went 
on to declare that the mse of Communism 
in Asia carried the seeds of genocide. Such 
accusations tend to defeat their own objective. 
The Soviet Union has signed, and Poland. 
Rumania, and Bulgaria have ratified the 
Convention, but with reservations against 
any international authority mm the matter of 
jurisdiction over punishment—-a stand the 
Communist States take on every Convention, 
largely because they claim that they fear 
they would not receive justice at the hands 
of an .overwhelming, hostile majority: 
another example of the way in which the 
cold war corrodes every atiempt towards 


international order and morality. The 
United States raised the question of the 
effect of the Soviet reservation on the obliga- 
tion of other States, mainly because if and 
when the U.S. does Decome a party it will 
invoke the federal clause limiting — its 
obligations. 


Dr. LeMKIN states that “ genocide is more 
dangerous to civilisation than aggressive 
war.” But on the basis of his own experi- 
ence and the common experience of all who 
have daily followed the proceedings at the 
United Nations, he might have added the 
important observation that war itself—hot 
or cold—is the greatest obstacle to an effec- 
tive application of the Genocide Convention. 


STERLING RELEASES 


Tue Anglo-Israel Sterling Release Agree- 
ment has now been followed by an under- 
standing regarding Israel's supphes of oil. 
Although the terms have not been made 
public, it 1s understood that they satisfy the 
chief requirements put forward by the Israeli 
delegation during the long and often difficult 
talks that have been going on since 
December. The chief stumbling-blocks were 
financial rather than technical. Israel's 
import bill for crude oil and oil products last 
vear came to £15,000,000, and a substantial 
reduction in the prices fixed by the Shell and 
Socony Vacuum Companies was among the 
chief subjects on the agenda. The payment 


of taxes by the oil companies to Israel 


was another contentious issue, and here 
a further complication arose from the 
fact that the income tax introduced by 
the Mandatory Government im 1942 was 
never applied to those companies. All told, 
the agreement should lead to fuller 
ulllisation of Haifa’s capacity, although the 
shortage of tankers and the long haul round 
the Cape, or across the Atlantic, will con- 
tinue to militate against full production. On 
the financial side, the agreement should lead 
to some saving in Israel's expenditure of 
foreign currency. This is the more welcome 
since this year’s release of ‘sterling cannot be 
repeated. Under the terms of the sterling 
release. agreement, Israel is _ virtually 
empowered to liquidate the whole residue of 
£13,700,000 during the coming twelve 
months, and there is little doubt that this will 
be done. From the beginning of 1952. there- 
tore, Israel will have no further currency 
reserves in London on which to draw. 
Whether substantial credits will become 
available remains to be seen. In recent 
months France, Switzerland, and Sweden, as 
well as America, have supplied loans . but 
borrowing creates problems of its own. The 
ECONOMIST last week made a sound point 
in commenting that the balance of trade. 
rather than the flow of capital, is now Israel's 
main problem. The sterling release will help 
to bridge the gap this vear, and for this both 
parties deserve credit: but Israel's planners 
cannot rest on their diplomatic laurels. They 
must solve the balance of payments problem 
which threatens to become unmanageable 
next year. 


RELIGIOUS BROADCASTING 


THe Report of the Beveridge Committee 
on Broadcasting. recently published by H.M. 
Stationery Office, discusses the activities of a 
public service of paramount importance. A 
whole chapter is devoted to the subject of 
religious broadcasting. The treatment of 
religious questions, says the Report, is 
governed by two considerations, the first 
being “ that the B.B.C.’s highest duty is the 
search for truth.” Alongside of this stands a 
second consideration: “that the B.B.C. is 
an institution set up by the State in a 
Christian country. The two considerations 
are reconciled in practice by having both 
controversial broadcasting and religious 
broadcasting as distinct activities.” So the 
B.B.C. has both a Talks Department and a 
Religious Broadcasting Department. Con- 
troversial broadcasting on religious subjects 
is dealt with by the former in close consulta- 
tion with the latter. Broadcasts of religious 
services are generally confined to churches 
“ in the main stream of historic Christianity.” 
While upholding this policy, the Committee 
believes that “its object is to maintain the 
‘Christian and liberal’ values, and that its 
appeal must be to those outside the churches 
as well as to those within them.” Moreover. 
the Report expresses the conviction that 
“the object of religious broadcasting should 
be conceived, not as that of seeking converts 
to one particular church, but as that of 
maintaining the common element in all 
religious bodies as against those who deny 


_ $piritual values. From this point of view a 


body like the Unitarians, with a long 
tradition of spiritual service, has claims to 
consideration out of accord with its 
numbers.” Although recognising that various 
unresolved difficulties exist in religious 
broadcasting, the Committee recommends a 
general continuance of the present arrange- 
ments. As a religious minority—and 
moreover a non-Christian one—the Jewish 
community cannot but labour under the 
inevitable disadvantages arising from that 
position, but its specific interests are not over- 
looked in the religious and other programmes. 
In our news columns this week we record two 
notable instances of the broadminded way in 
which the B.B.C. authorities generally inter- 
pret their functions and responsibilities. Any 
criticisms in the past from the Jewish side 
have not been so much that ‘insufficient 
attention has been paid to our community's 
needs as that some of the Christian broad- 


_ casting, especially at Easter time, has tended 


to hurt Jewish susceptibilities and has not 
helped to promote. better Christian-Jewish 
relations. 


BETH DIN’S STATUS 


QUESTIONS of communal status are much 


under discussion at the moment. The rights - 


of ministers, of teachers, of women-—and 
even of synagogue wardens—have been 
closely scrutinised. Ministers in particular. 
through the recent action of the Council of 
the United Synagogue, must feel that their 
dignity has been considerably enhanced. Com- 
munal opinion warmly approves the recog- 
nition of what is due to the spiritual guides 
of many of the principal synagogues in the 
Metropolis. in our ecclesiastical hierarchy, 
however, a still more exalted rank attaches 
to the members of the Beth Din, which 
forms the Court of the Chief Rabbi. It .1s 
therefore somewhat surprising to learn that 
certain ministers will now be entitled to 
receive higher emoluments than will the 
Dayanim of the Beth Din. A corollary to 
the recent action of the United Synagogue 
would thus seem to be the introduction of an 
improved salary scale for the Dayanim. 
This is all the more desirable by reason of 
the situation in which the Beth Din now finds 
itself. Not only is the London Beth Din 
the highest ecclesiastical authority for British 
Jewry, but it also occupies a foremost place 
in the counsels of Jewry in the Western 
world. Nevertheless, its influence is lessened 
because of the present paucity of its member- 
ship. there being. apart from the Chief 
Rabbi, only three Dayanim, of whom one is 
due to retire very soon. Yet it will be 
exceedingly difficult to find suitable new 
incumbents for this high office if a salary 
commensurate with its dignity ts not 
provided. 


OLD BOYS’ ASSOCIATION 


Ow several occasions we have commended 
the splendid work for our young people 
which ts performed through the agency of 
the Association for Jewish Youth and the 
Jewish Lads Brigade. It 1s scarcely surpris- 
ing that those who have themselves benefited 
in their earlier years from this work should be 
specially eager to ensure its continuance for 
the boys and girls of to-day. Four years ago 
an Old Boys’ Association was formed with 
the motto of “Service for Youth.” Its 
purpose is to bring together those former 
members of the J.L.B. and of Jewish clubs 
who desire to maintain the _ friendships 
formed during their club days, and to 
provide a rallying centre for promoting 
service and financial assistance to the 
present-day youth movement. An incentive 
to the Association’s formation was the spon- 
taneous coming together of a representative 
group in support of the Sir Max Bonn Youth 
Centre at Bracklesham Bay. Sussex, and this 
Centre has continued to be a main bene- 
ficiary of the Association's philanthropic 
endeavours. In this and many other direc- 
tions the Association finely serves the cause 
of Jewish youth. Its progress during the last 
few years has been rapid, and the member- 
ship now reaches a total of several hundreds. 
The opportunities of renewing former friend- 
ships and of sharing in a multitude of useful 
activities are evidently appreciated and con- 
tinue to attract fresh adherents. Much of 
the Association's early success was due to 
the leadership of its first Chairman, the late 
Lours J. Hypteman. The present Chairman 
is that well-known communal worker, Mr. 
FRANK RENTON, and he deserves to have the 
support of still greater numbers of “ Old 
Boys " who are mindful of their obligations 
and responsibilities. |

THE ENGLISH NOVEL 


A Short History of the English Novel. By 
S. D. News. Jarrolds. 12s. 6d.

It is generally acknowledged that the poets of 
England are supreme among the poets of 
Europe. The novelists of England, however, are 
of lower standing when we place them beside 
the great novelists of France and of Russia. One 
of the virtues of Miss Neill’s study of the English 
novel is that it shows us our heritage of great 
novelists—Fielding, George Eliot, Dickens. 
Conrad, D. H. Lawrence, James Joyce—and 
Miss Neill is at her best when dealing with the 
greatest. 

The purpose of this critical study of the novel is 
io show it as “a mirror reflecting society, sensitive 
to the myriad changing forms that social prejudice 
and itical passions create.” As such, the nove! 
can anything from a series of picaresque inc. 
dents like “ The Pickwick Papers ~ to an intellectua! 
discussion like “ Headlong Hall.’ from a search 
of the subconscious like “ Ulysses © to a conver- 
sation like “Elders and Beiters.° Miss Neil! 
deals expertly with all the major novelists and 
succinctly with many of the minor ones, agains 
the shifting background of society and the economic 
history of the country.

Jewish novelist, Disracli, and to the cight importean: 
novels with Jewish characters m them.

There is a valuable and sympatheix 
chapter on Freud’s.coatribution to the study of the 
unconscious sources of behaviour This book 
be most rewarding noi only to the intelligent laymen

CHANGING ATTITUDE OF BRITISH JEWS TO ISRAEL 


By The Hon. EDWIN SAMUEL, C.M.G. 


HEN a Jewish State was estab- 

lished in Israel nearly three 

_. years ago, it looked as if the 

English Zionist Movement had achieved 

its goal. The new Government of Israel 

took over not only the responsibilities 

of the Government of Palestine but 

also many functions of the Jewish 
Agency. 

Since then, however. it has become 
apparent that these were only outward 
changes. Zionism among British Jews 
has grown in both breadth and depth. 
There are few Jews to-day in Great 
Britain who are wholly anti-Zionist. 
There are some who are indifferent ; on 
the other hand, there are some who 
are ardent--even among those whose 
families have lived here for genera- 
tions. The prevailing attitude of British 
Jews to Israel can best be described as 
one of warm sympathy. 


Idealist Immigrants 


The high degree of political liberty 
of Great Britain and its economic 
soundness does not impel many English 
Jews to emigrate to Israel to seek their 
fortunes. There is, however: a steady 
trickle of idealists from Great Britain 
to Israel. Some are chalutzim who 
intend to farm, while there is an even 
more valuable movement of profes- 
sonal men and women, encouraged by 
Patwa*. For these the study of Hebrew 
is Vital | but Hebrew. generally. seems 
to make less headway in Great Britain 
than in the United States. 

But what is the attitude towards 
Israel of the average British Jew who 
rs NOt going to settle there ? On what 
is his sympathy to Israel nourished ” 

Judging from information | have 
picked up while lecturing on Israel on 
recent visits to London. | should say 
that there are few Jewish families in 
England who do not have some rela- 
ve or friend now resident in Israel. 
Many of the more ardent sympathisers 
in Great Britain have themselves

visited Palestine—no easy undertaking 
nowadays. The more serious-minded 
read books on Israel or go to hear 
lectures about it. Nearly everyone 
picks up a good deal about Israel from 
the daily newspapers—in addition 
to the excellent coverage given 
by THe Jewish Cyronicie. But 
what may be news to the popular 
British daily or Sunday newspaper is 
not always of real importance: long- 
term trends go unnoticed. 


Israeli and the Sermon 


For those who attend synagogue 
regularly, the sermon is increasingly a 
source of information about Israel's 
baste importance. But it is in the rally, 
the propaganda meeting, and the party 
political debate that the emotional 
depths are reached. In fact. for many 
British Jews life would be very dull 
were Israel not tO exist. It gives them 
an interest, some cause to work for. 
an escape from the daily routine of 
home and office and shop. It is some- 
thing glamorous, miraculous, precious. 
unbehevable. 

This, perhaps, explains why so many 
British Jews are such willing victims 
when the annual drives for Israel 
get under way. Not that thev have 
much chance of escape. The net is 
widely cast and the meshes are fine. If 
vou escape a trade levy you are caught 
by a synagogue levy. Considering the 
heavy rate of taxation, the rising cost 
of living. and the numerous calls of 
local charities. 11 1S a perpetual source 
of amazement to me that so many lews 
will voluntarily come to meetings and 
banquets and dances knowing full well 
‘that they will be asked to give vet more 
money to Israel. The circle of these 
generous givers is not large Is often 
the same people over and over again 
For some, giving money so freely is a 
family tradition ; for others it 1s per- 
haps an expression of their own relet 
that they are not called upon to make 
the persona! sacrifice of leavine Great 


Britain ; for others it is sheer goodness 
of heart, for which Israel must be 
deeply grateful. 

The emotional appeal that will raise 
large sums of money for Israel varies 
from year to vear. In the 1930s it 
was the Hitler oppression: then, as 
now, Youth Aliyah was a favourite 
object of Jewish charity. Before 1948, 
a prospective Jewish State in Palestine 
was a powerful magnet for money: 
after 1948, people were inspired by 
“ our gallant boys ” fighting to defend 
the new State of Israel. Then was the 
moment of real thank-offerings. But, 
since 1950, there is a new spur 


catastrophe not political but econo- 


mic. There is a shortage of food and 
inadequate reserves m Israel . shortage 
of foreign exchange and a desperate 
shortage of capital. Mass immigration 
on a scale unparalleled anywhere in 
the world is a tremendous burden on 
the nascent State. 
Facts or Propaganda ? 

What line should public speakers 
take when talking about Israel to 
British Jews ? Should they gloss over 
the worst features and assure their 
listeners that all will be well ? Should 
they exhort the audience to realise their 
responsibilities and to redouble their 
efiorts for the sake of the Glorious 
Cause’ Or should they merely 
present the unvarnished facts—-neiher 
over- nor under-stressed—-and let the 
audience draw their own conclusions ” 

Personally. 1 incline to the last of 
these suggestions. and have tried this 
myself with unexpectedly satisfactory 
results, 

| have come to the conclusion that 
lewish audiences im Great Britain are 
far more adult than most speakers and 
many members of the audience them- 
selves are prepared to believe. They 
do not need pep talks. They wani to 
know the facts. and-as objectively as 
anvone can present them (no speaker 
can ever be wholly objective, however 
much he tries to be: the personal 


factor must always be discounted). 
They want full details and accurate 
figures about specific matters—econo- 
mic, administrative, political. socio- 
logical. They are no longer interested 
in broad generalisations. They have 
become less-romantic in their attitude 
towards Israel end more realistic. Fucts 
—hard facts—act like a shot in the 
arm. The moculation hurts a little. 
but continues to have an effect for « 
considerable period. Appeals to the 
emotions are forgotten almost as soon 
as the audience has left the hall. 


Problems of the Past 


Up to two years ago, if was not 
always easy for British Jews to be 
active Zionists. They found themsel 
imvolved in a Jewish rebellion in 
Palestine against Great Britain-—the 
country of which they were citizens 
Racial-—not nationalist or religious 
solidarity with their brethren in Pales- 
tine often cut across their loyalty to 
ther own Government. They were 
asked to participate in or finance such 
illegal activities as the purchase and 
smuggling of arms into Palestine or the 
smuggling of immigrants. Some were 
even asked to help to finance Palestine 
Jewish terrorist organisations engaged 
im a life and death struggle with the 
British army and police in Palestine 
Even after the British withdrawal from 
Palestine in 1948, there was an after: 
math of great bitterness in Israel 
towards Great Britain, and several 
cases of acute friction between Israc! 
and Great Britain. 

But all that is now happily receding 
into the mists of history. With the 
recent rapid and surprising improve- 
ment of relations between Israel and 
Great Britain, the problem of dua! 
loyalty largely ceases to exist. British 
Jews can now allow their pride in 
Israel to supplement and not detract 
trom their pride in Great Britain. The. 
regard the Minister of Israel in London 
as a symbol of Jewish normality after 
centuries of being “ different.” -The, 
have begun to find a satisfactory and 
healthy synthesis of their British 
lovaity and their devotion to Israel. 


‘[ journey to Biro-Bidjan was 
reminiscem’ of a gold rush. 
[rains from Moscow to the Far 
Fast were packed. It was the period 
of rapid settlement of Siberia and of 
the territories bordering Japan. Both 
persuasion and force were used to find 
the necessary manpower. Ex-soldiers. 
hunters, and vouth in search of adven- 
ture moved to the virgin lands, read\ 
1O fight any Japanese encroachment 
Regiments of the Komsomo! (Com- 
munist youth movement) were 
mobilised and sent to build towns '!0 
the Far East. 

The journey by express train took 
eight days: by an ordinary train, two 
to three weeks. Jewish settlers, taking 
with them all their belongings. 
travelled in goods trains, and their 
journey took from three weeks to two 
months. At every large station there 
was a reception for the -passengers on 
the Jewish trams, a ceremony. in 
honour of the new State. The pas- 
sengers were also given [ood. 

Their journey took them through 
the Urals and Siberia. The nearer 
thev came to the Far East the more 
careful did the reception committees 
hecome. They wanted to ~ protect 
the Jews from “temptation.” In the 
new towns the shortage of artisans 
was so. great that Jews were 
“tempted” to break their journey 
the promise of high wages and good 
housing conditions. 


Despondent Mood 

in the train Biro-Bidjan was the 
main topic of conversation. . Few 
were thrilled by the prospects of 
Statehood. All were interested in the 
relative advantages. The younger 
people often disappeared on the wavy. 
The general mood was far from 
happy. and the Jewish train had not 
the light-heartedness of the Komsomo! 
trains. The warlike atmosphere on 
the stations, the eternal tak of 
struggle with the Japanese, the feeling 
that they had abandoned for ever the 
villages in which they had lived for 
generations, all this contributed to 
create a despondent mood, Some- 
times the train reached its destination 
with only half its original passengers 

oo we reached Biro-Bidjan, | 
understood the feeling of disappoint- 
ment of my fellow travellers. The 
railway station of the capital, lying 
amid dense forest. did noi differ in 
any wav from a small country station.

The theatre was also used for meel- 
ings, and for the more important Irials 
The dav | arrived a Jewish baker was 


heine sued. He was accused ofl 
having spoken contemptuousiy of his 
Russian fellow baker The Jew 


pleaded that he had no evil intentions. 
while the Attorney-General accused 
him of having brought all the bad 
habits and prejudices from his small 
town. We heard a long Yiddish 
speech on Tsardom. and on the evils 
of antisemitism and ~ apti-govism. 
The Jew was found guiltv: he was 
ordered to pay 20 per cent of his 
salary for the next three months. 

This was not the only court. A 
two-storey wooden house contained 
the judicial department. Generally, 
there was no shortage of offices and 
bureaucrats. Fifty per cent of the 
15.000 inhabitants were civil servants, 
teachers, and party organisers. 

The industry of the capital, about 
which so much has been written in 
the Soviet press. was not impressive. 
The “tailoring factory ” was a shop 
employing people who had 
brought their own sewing machines 
with them. The same applied to the 
carpentry and shoe “ factories.” 

At first sight the artisans should 
have been contented. There was 
plenty of work, and the piece-rates 
were much higher than in Central 


Russia. The army was an ever-reads 
market and did not bargain about 
prices, Yet one could noi see any 
ven of satisfaction) among the 
workers. Though they were not too 
talkative about their past. it soon 
became clear that many had come to 
Biro-Bidjan to escape prosecution. 
Many had been given suspended 
sentences as kulaks, “ exploiters.” or 


black -marketeers. The journey to 
Biro-Bidjan was the price of suspen- 
10n. Even among the bureaucrats 


there were many with a.” past. who 
had to make up for. Trotskyist or 
other political deviations, 


The inhabitants of the capital 


feared most the possibility of being 


sent to a new settlement. Here. at 
least. they had a theatre. a cultural 
society. In the settlements — they 
would be completely cut off in 
winter the capital could sill be 
reached in reindeer siedges on thick 
icy roads, but m summer there was 
only the circuitous route via the Amur 
river, 

I visited the new settlements, there 
one was reminded of the descriptions 
of the first settlements the 
Amazon: forests and the wide Amur 
river, and hosts of mosquitoes. 
from which one had to protect oneself: 
with special masks. Jews were sent 
io clear the forests and to supplement 
their work on the land with hunting. 


Bringing Culture to the Wilderness 


The Jews brought culture to this 


wilderness. Together with them came 
the teacher. They also brought with 
them tractors and combine har- 


vesters, sent from the United States 
bv the Friends of Biro-Bidjan. Friend- 
ship grew between the neighbouring 
Cossacks and the newcomers. Regi- 
ments of the Red Army and the Cos- 
sacks cleared the forests and drained 
the marshes, while the voung Jews 
drove the tractors, with the Cossacks 
looking on.jn admiration. 

The young Jews got on well with 
the Cossacks, but the older people 
were depressed. A letter took months 
to arrive. The doctor came only 
rarely. The older Jews were not keen 
on the company of the Cossacks ; on 
the contrary, they feared that their 
children might intermarry, They also 
remembered with awe the ferocious 


winter of the vear before. when no 
one had dared to leave the huts. and 
fires had to be lit to frighten wild 
beasts away. 

Before leaving Biro-Bidjan | was 
invited to a banquet. Next to me sat 
the representative of a tribe, which the 
Jews were supposed to “ take in tow.” 
it was a primitive tribe. and the Jews 
were to try to raise its cultural level 
[he delegates of the various nationali- 
ties Jews, Koreans, Russians, and 
ossacks——spoke in turn on the beaut, 
of Biro-Bidjan, on its virgin forest. on 
the marshes drained bv the Red 
Army. and on the future prosperity of 
the new State. 


After Sixteen Vears 


Sixteen vears -have elapsed since 
then. Foreign correspondents are not 
admitted to Biro-Bidjan. The Soviet 
Jewish press wrote in 1941 that big 
factories had been built in the Little 
Khingan mountains and in the capital. 
In the settlement of Birokan (when | 
was there }t Was a small village) a 
bie paper mill had apparentiv been 
established. There was talk of huge 
textile and shoe concerns. in the 
capital, we were told, there are 132 
schools, 14 hospitals, a library with 
110,000 books. 

From these reports it might appear 
that the dreams of the first pioneers 
have been fulfilled. Yet all these 
descriptions have not, apparenily. 
tempted the Jews, since, despite the 
recent compulsory Jewish transports 
from the Ukraine and Bvelorussia. 
there are sul fewer than 100,000 Jews 


in Biro-Bidjan, and there is certainly. 


not a sufficient Jewish population 
there to proclaim an autonomous 
republic. (According to official 
statistics, the population of Biro- 
Bidjan in 1939 was 108.719: about 25 
per cent were Jews. In 1928, there 
were 34.000 people in the area.) 

Cossacks and Koreans have now 
disappeared. The first President of 
the State. N. Libenberg. was purged 
as “a nationalist on the Palestine- 
Zienist model.” Many other pioneers. 
accused of collaborating with the 
Japanese secret service, have dis- 
appeared. The State founded in 1934 
does not dare to die, but neither can 
Ht live and develop as a real Jewish 
State.

When lega! opimon on the heaiion 
was sought by the Couwnci! from Mi: 
George Murnaghan. Senior Counsel, and 
Mr. Samuel! Crivon, B.L.. both advised 
that the Progressive Congregation is 
eligible for representation. But seems 
that Mr. Murnaghan’s view is that the 
Counci]) must automatically grant the 
apphcation, while Mr. Crivon appears io 
be of the opinion that the Council may. 
at will, accept or reject it. 

The Chief Rebbi of Eire, Rabb: 
Immanue! Jakoboviks, has issued a cir- 
cular letter to. members of the Repre- 
seniative Counci), in which he argues 
that the unconditional admission of the 
Progressive Congregation to the Repre- 
semative Council would destroy the unity 
of the community His view is. 
apparently, that the admission should be 
conditional on the acknowledgement by 
the local Progressive leaders of the 
sovereignty of Jewish law (as adminis- 
tered by his, Rabbi Jakoboviis's, office) 
m the followimg spheres: marriage and 
divorce ; conversions (as well as all circum- 
cisions): public observance of Sabbath 
and festivals: and public observance of 
kashrut laws.

“ Attacks on the Board ”

meaning of Sir Robert Waic 
Cohen's h was as clear as crystal. 
The paraphrase by Mr. Montagu in your 
issue Of last week, the purpose of which 
i; not understood, as you yourself 
indicated, is, to use a colloquialism, “ as 
clear as mud. 

if Sir Robert said only what Mr. 
Montagu implies, why this paraphrase? 
But Sir Robert went much further in his 
attack on the Board of Deputies. He 
went to the length of saying that he (and 
the AJ.A.) “ distrusted ” the ability or 
the policy of the Board of Deputies to 
represent the views of British Jewry to 
HM. Government. There is not one 
ota of evidence that the Board has ever 
failed the community in this respect. 
And when it found itself at serious 
variance with the policy of H.M. Govern- 
ment on the. White Paper of 1939 and 
in relation to the post-war situation in 
Palestine, its views were supported by a 
«rong force of public opinion outside the 
community, though its attitude was 
criticised by those elements within who 
are still hostile. 

The Board has never claimed freedom 
from criticism, and the distinguished 
scholar who to-day presides over its 

aflairs has never descended to person- 
alitics. The language used by Mr. 

Montagu in declaring Dr. Cohen's reply 

to Sir Robert as “ wanton and arrogant ” 


can only be described as insolent. There 
is a limit to everything, and when mem- 
bers of the A.J.A., either in speeches or 
through its journal, indulge almost 
without cessation in attacks on the Board, 
it 1s time that this childish attitude. which 
can be best summed up in the phrase 
“ se as big as you,’ was openly con- 
demned, as Dr. Cohen did in a dignified 
fashion, supported by the unanimous 
approval of the Board, and, I am con- 
vinced, by the vast majority of the 
community. 

The A.J.A,'s chief purpose, for many 
years, was education in the Middle East. 
That field is now restricted. I suggest, 
as charity begins at home, so also should

Points from Letters 


HIGH COST OF LIVING 


I fail to see what Mr. Kaye's letter 
on “ The High Cost of Living ” (in.your 
issue Of January 19) has to do with the 
Beth Din or the Board of Deputies. Both 
organisations have enough to do without 
bothering about problems as between 
seller and purchaser. In this case neither 
butcher nor grocer is to blame, as in 
the case of non-rationed goods it is just 
demand.—A.

Votes for Women |: 


HE question of the granting of 

the franchise in synagogue elec- 

tions to women seatholders—as 
well as the more far-reaching demand 
that they should be allowed to take 
office—has been deeply agitating the 
community, in particular since the 
decision of the Counci! of the United 
Synagogue to refer the whole matter 
to a special committee. Below THE 
Jewish CHRONICLE publishes the 
views of four representative Jewish 
women on the subject. 


Greater Influence in Synagogue 


Mas. Tina Biocu, Chairman of the 
Federation of Women Zionists of Great 
Britain and Ireland, said that the 
overwhelming feeling among the 13,000 
members of this, the largest Jewish 
women's Organisation in this country. 
was definitely in favour of granting to 
women the right to exercise a more direct 
influence over the management of the 
Synagogue, especially in its characier as 
a Jewish communal! centre.

THE MEAT RATION (coni.) 


A few ounces of lefi-over meat can be 
turned into tasty and nourishing dishes 
if the best use is made of beans and 
lenti's, These add considerably to the 
food value, for they are among the best 
vegetable sources of protein. Soak beans 
overnight and cook tll tender, or if pre- 
ferred use a tin of baked beans 

Lentils do not need soaking overnight. 
After washing carefully place in a sauce- 
pan with sulliciont waier to come about 
1 inch above the lentils and simmer 
gently till tender—about | hour, [If all 
the water has not been absorbed drain 
well (reserve water for soup), season 
and beat up with a fork.

In the same programme is The Affairs 
of Sally, a piece of nonsense concerning 
the misadventures of a harebrained steno- 
grapher, Lucille Ball, who tries to raise 
money to buy a little home so that she 
can marry the equally harebrained Eddie 
Albert. 

Blackmailed (Gaumont, Haymarket, 
and Marble Arch Pavilion) is an enter- 
taining but implausible story about a 
hospital almoner (played with dignity 
and restraint by Fay Compton), who, in 
trying to help one of her patients, 
shoots an egregious rogue, James Robert- 
son Justice. Maj Zetterling and Dirk 
Bogarde contribute first-rate studies of 
people who are almost driven mad by 
the pasiotont demands of a vicious black- 
mailer. 

Murder Without Crime (Tivoli, Strand, 
and ‘Astoria, Charing Cross Road) is a 
well-made adaptation of the stage thriller 
about a man who is tricked by sinister 
suggestion into believing that he has mur- 
dered a lady of easy virtue. There is 
some excellent acting by Dennis Price, 
Derek Farr, Joan Dowling, and Patricia 
Phinket. 

The Wanton (Tatler, Charing Cross 
Road) (French, with English sub-titles) 
is about a man who is betrayed by a 
feckless wife. The aggrieved husband is 
Bernard Blier, but his morbidity seems 


fully justified by the unbridled looseness ~ 


of his wife, Simone Signoret. Some of 
the love scenes are very daring. 

Grounds for Marriage (Ritz, 
Square) is a “highly diverting comedy of 
marital misunderstandings, which 
Kathryn Grayson, a temperamental opera 
singer, pursues, wih roguish guile, her 
former husband, Van Johnson, a medica! 
man, just as he is about to marry Paula 
Raymond. In the same programme 1S 
Watch the Birdie, an enormously funny 
piece of farcical absurdity, showing that 
very resourceful comic, Red Skelton, as 
a dimwitted photographer who frantically 
runs from the arms of one woman, Ann 
Miller, only to fall for the blandishments 
of another, Arlene Dahl. 

La Régle du Jeu (Everyman Cinema, 
Hampstead) was made in 1938 by Jean 
Renoir, who himself plays one of the 
principal rdéles. It is a bizarre story 
(with English sub-titles) of bad manners 
and worse morals among the decadent 
French quasi-nobility, with Marcel Dalio 
giving a fine performance as a weak 
husband who is betrayed by his wife.

SPEEDING TRANSFER 
OF IRAQI JEWS 


Fear of Emigration Ban

JERUSALEM 

Urgent steps are being taken to hasten 
the transfer of Iraqi Jews to Israel. Of 
the 82,000 Jews who put their names 
down to go to Israel, 34.000 have arrived 
here since last May. Transpori is the 
main difficulty in this vast operation 
which, if completed. will be the biggest 
airlift in history. 

This new spirit of urgency is duc to 
rumours that the lragi Government may 
pul a stop to emigration at the same 
time that they end the registration of 
Jews wishing to go to Israel in March. 
A further 10,000 Jews are expecied to 
have registered by then. 

Originally, it was planned to bring m 
the Iraqi Jews at t rate of 4,000 a 
month, but the Government and Jewish 
Agency Co-ordination Board has now 
decided to increase the figure to 13,500 
a month. It is expected that the 
remainder of those who have registered 
will be transferred by the end of May, 
when emigration will definitely end 

Increasing the Iraqi immigrant quota 
means increasing the immigration guota 
to 20,000 a month from all countries. 


A Reuter report from Nicosia, Cyprus. 
states that three Skymaster aircraft bear- 
ing Cuban markings were expected las 
week-end to join in the airlift to Israc!
